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A BURCLAR ALARM. 

A Machine Which Lights Qsxs and 
Fris'htons Thlovos. 

(New York Suit, October 3.) 

A ljurglar alarm, in the form of u 
wooden matting, hus recently been in 
venlt'd. It consists of .-strips of wooil 
four feet long, tin iiu-l) and a half wide 
and one-eighth of an inch thick. The 
Hiri|iK are fastened together by cloth, 
so that the matting ran be rolled un. 
Every other st rip is equipped with 
will's iiml brass springs. The .springs 
separate t wo serifs of lint brans plates, 
to oauh of. which is attached a wire, 
whirh coniiPclN with a battery ami an 
electric bell. The win- of the upper 
series is connected with the positive 
pule uf a buttery ami the under series 
with the negative pole. When on.' 
steps on the mat liny the two series of 
plates are pressed together, the circuit 
is completed ami the electric bell rings. 
When the weight is removed the 
springs force the plates apart and the 
circuit, is broken. The hell can be 
regulated so as to stop at once or keep 
on ringing. 

The liiHl ting is designed to be laid 
under the carpet in front of the doors 
and windows of houses or in from of 
safes or bureaus The battery, which 
consists of three small jars, is kept, in 
a cioset. The electric bell can be hung 
to suit the owner's fancy. 

A reporter of the Sun witnessed an 
exhibition of the working of the mat- | 
ting. The box containing the electric ! 
bell hung on the wall uf the inventor's 
ollice, and the buttery was in the cup- 1 
board of a stationary washslaiid. The i 
bell was so constructed that by turning 
a catch it would give a single stroke, | 
give a sharp succession of strokes 
lasting only while the circuit was coin- | 
pie ted, or rim; ■ niitinuniixly i'v»n qfrne ' 
the circuit was broken. All three 
ways were tried. The reporter stepped ' 
outside the room and then walked in. 
As bis foot pressed the carpet inside of i 
the doorway, the. bell began to ring | 
ami at the same instant a gas burner 
near by sprang into light. The same I 
circuit which had rung the bell had 
lighted the gas. 

"The great beauty of this invention," j 
said the gentleman in charge, "is its 
simplicity and cheapness, None of the 1 
matting will be sold, n will be rented i 
at the rate of f> rents a day per win- j 
dow or door. It can be shut ofT in the j 
day and used at night. The wires 
cannot be cut, for they cannot be 
seen. " 

"Does the fi oent.su day include keep- 
ing t he battery in order?" 

"Yes, it includes everything,'" re- 
plied the gentleman, "I have not told 
you all the advantages of the malting. 
To people living in the country il is in- 
valuable. W hen the weather is warm 
all the doors and windows can be left 
open, if the matting is in front of them. 
If any one should step inside, clung 
goes the bell, and everybody knows 
that there is a visitor - burglarious or 
other.''

A "Woman Murdorod by Her Stop- 
son, 

Albany, Or., Nov. 5. — This morning 
the city was startled by the announce- 
ment that the wife of J. J. Findlayson, 
living about live miles snath of town, had 
been murdered. 15. It. Skipworth, jus- 
tice of the peace, and acting coroner, was 
summoned, and empanelling a jury 
elicited the following facta: Last Satur- 
day, Mr. Findlayson started to Brown- 
idllo, and returned to- day, about noon, 
found that his wife had been murdered 
during hia absence. The deceased waa 
murdered by an ax and ■ a pocket 
knife. The exam ination showed that she 
had been stabbed twenty-five times, and 
that herakull had been mushed with an ax 
the back sinking its entire length into the 
head. After hearing the uvidencu the 
jury returned a verdict that tho woman 
had been murdered and in their opinion 
by her stepson, Charles BeiiBuii Findlay- 
son. The boy, aged ID years, left Sat- 
urday evening, and had not since been 
heard of.

Km 
when that government repudiated their 
obligation to build the road '-see the e\ 
missionary's dispatch, sessional papers 
1882,) and refused to take hold of It, to 
further insist on thai course would have 
been an act of supreme folly. Tliat the 
people of Nanaimo thought so, toe-, is 
evidenced by their silence in J.Sfl'J when 
the bogus Clements crowd got then 
shameful bill through the house; and 
again, in 1883, when the Settlement Bill, 
with the Duiistimir compact, was allowed 
to pass without a whim per of opposition 
being heard from Naniutno. It was only

For the latter purpose egg 
anthracite is also used to a small extent. 
It being also employed largely f if manu- 
facturing purposes. Finally, there is 
Lehigh coal, which is used by iron found 
nes and other industries requiring strong 
and continuous heat. Hut in selecting 
coal for general household purposes the 
peculiar qualities of each variety should 
lie taken into consideration. Tims the 
Cms Hay eoals require a strong draft to 
make them bum, while the W'e-t Harlley 
coal burns quickly and is easily consuin 
ed. making little ashes .and soot, on which 
account it is an acceptable but, expensive 
fuel. Wellington eoal contains a large 
amount of carbon, but it is also a creator 
of dirt, rc-quiriiiL' frequent cleanings ol 
stoves and white- washing of walls, on 
which account it is rather unsuitable for 
small stoves.

It is customary on many farms to feed 
the cattle entirely on one kind of hay, 
such as clover, for instance, until that is 
gone, and then begin on another kind. In 
case clover alone is fed, the animals re- 
ceive a much larger amount of proteins or 
albuminoids than their systems require, 
and consequently the excess is thrown off 
in the manure and wasted. If, instead of 
feeding mi clover entirely, a a portion of 
straw, poor hay, such as that growu on 
wet meadows, or cornstalks, were mixed 
with it, the cattle might be maintained in 

equally as g 1 condition at a less cost, 

some of the poorer kinds of fodder being 
made to take the place of clover. This 
point is well illustrated by an experi- 
ment made at Moeckern, in Germany. 
Four cows were fed during a period of 
several weeks with all the green clover 
they would oat, amounting to l&S pounds 
pot day, containing live and six tenth 
pounds of albuminoids and III pounds of 
carbo-hydrates. During another period 
they were fed with 87 pounds of green 
clover and six and seven-tenths of barley 
straw daily, containing three? ami eight- 
tenths pounds of albuminoids and seven- 
teen and eight-tenths of carbo-hydrates. 
The. result, was that the cows while fed 
with the clover and straw gave as much 
milk, which waa as rich in buttei ami 
caseine, as they did when fed on clover 
only. The cost of the milk when the 
cows were fod on clover alone was lifty 
per cent, more than when fed on the 
clover and straw mixture. Here was a 
aaving of about one-third in the cost of 
milk simply by combining straw and 
green clover instead ol feeding clover 
alone. When the clover alone was fed 
there were nearly two lbs. of albuminoids 
per day fed to each cow more than was 
needed, and this was wasted, thus in- 
creasing the cost of the milk, the alhunii 
noids being the most cosily elements of 
fool. Nu farmer can feed profitably 
when such a waste of fodder is taking 
place .

The state uf thia part of the old 
burial ground is a crying disgrace to the 
cemetery authorities, and reflects very 
unfavorably on tho sincerity of our own 
religion in allowing such sacrilege ill a 
spot consecrated to the Lord and hallowed 
in our memories as the last resting place 
of our own dead.

The prince of Wales 
sent to express his deep interest in the 
ceremony. " 

Paris, Nov. 5.-11 is rumored that 
the Princess Amelia, eldest daughter 
of the Count de Paris, will shortly be 
married to tho Grand Duke Alexis of 
Russia. The czur's advisers favor the 
union, thinking it will facilitate the 
restoration of the Orleauists and an 
alliance between France and Russia. 

London. Nov. 5. — The Standard's St. 
Petersburg correspondent says : In an in- 
terview with a prominent statesman of 
Russia tho latter pictured the position and 
prospects of tho nihilist, and said that 
Vera Philipora, recently arrested at Kark- 
hoff, was the actual head of the nihilist 
executive committee. Sho has written a 
voluminous confession, showing that alio 
and another woman, who chose South 
Russia as their field of enterprise, alienat- 
ed tho allegiance of army officers, forty of 
whom have been arrested. The nihilists 
are miserably weakened ill inon and 
means, having lost many prominent mem- 
bers. Tho arrest of Vera Philipora is the 
worst blow of all. They now regard 
Laureff, in Paris, as their chief. The 
campaign will now bo conducted from 
without. 

London, Nov. 5. - The application of 
the Russian-American Company to the 
Russian government for authorization to 
open large walehouaoa for operations, is 
exciting tho political and commercial cir- 
cles of tho empire, and causing much 
jealousy. The native company seems 
quite willing to deposit 1 ,000,000 gold 
roubles in tho imperial bank of Russia as 
security, and until this little business is 
settled impoverished Russia w ill avoid re 
opening the eastern question. 

London , Nov. 5.— The Standard's Rome 
dispatch says : Cardinal Maiming has boon 
specially active and gracious in his recep- 
tion of the American bishops. It is rum 
ored that* the Vatican is displeased at the 
position taken by the cardinal, inasmuch 
as it ia believed his views witlwegard to 
reorganization of the American episcopacy 
are at variance with those of the Vatican. 

London, Nov. 5. -The British cabinet 
have decided that the dispute between 
China and Franco has vouched the verge 
of open warfare.

tho Torriblo Explosions in 
Pennsylvania Occurred. 



Cuii-ago. Oct. 31. — The Tribune's 
Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, special of Octo- 
ber 30th, says: Details of tho dynamite 
explosion at Brooks' tunnel add, if poaai- 
blo to the horror of the affair. Hundreds 
nf people was picked up half a mile from 
the shed whore the explosive was stored. 
A linger was found in another place. One 
side uf a man's face was lodged in a tree. 
Bits uf clothing ami small uf pieces of 
flesh wore found in various places. The 
shod was reduced to splinters and whore it 
stoyd there ia a hole in the ground ten 
feet deep and thirty foot in circumfer- 
ence. Largo trees were torn up by the 
routs and pieces of rocks, some of them 
weighing as much as a ton, were hurled 
in all directions. The shock caused by 
the explosions was felt at a distance of 
sixteen miles. Many persons thought it 
was an earthquake, and hurriedly loft 
their bunios for fear they would tumble 
down . 

Three of the victims were laborers em- 
ployed in windeuing the tunnel, 
and the other two were part of 
the crew of the gravel train. They were 
seated in the dynamite house around a 
hot stove. The heat became so oppreaaivo 
that two of them left tho iiiilding 
and went across the river; the other three 
remained. About thia time the engineer, 
George Reynolds, and the llagman.James 
Tiasul, came through the tunnel from 
the weat with their gravel tea in', and ran 
on a siding in order to permit a freight 
train which was following them to pusB. 
The freight did not come up as soon as 
was expected, and Reynolds and Tiusui 
walked toward the mouth of the tunnel to 
ascertain if it was approaching. Seeing 
that be bad a few minutes to spare 
Reynolds sat on the ground with his back 
against the building and taking a news- 
paper from Ins pocket began to road. 
Tiasul stood near by. Just then the ex- 
plosion occurred, and the building and 
men disappeared as completely as if the 
earth had opened and swallowed them. 
Hair of six shiidea of color waa found to- 
day leading to the belief that six men 
had perished. 

Agricultural. 

Tomato worms are frequently seen with 
numerous small white objocta adhering to 
them, which' arc the eggs or pupie of 
parasites which prey upon the worms. 
Tomato worina thus attacked should not 
bo ^destroyed . The above, from the 
American Cultivator, ia very timely. If 
fanners will take the trouble to thus 
make a distinction they will propagate 
the friendly parasites to do the wurk of 
destruction an g the insects more effect- 
ually than in any other manner. We 
should learn to know tho friends from 
fonB and protect them. 

An easy way to distinguish which por- 
tion nf an ear nf corn is best for seed is 
i thua told by a correspondent fur the 
Farming World: "Prepare a rich spot of 
land some distance from any growing 
corn, lay off the rows four feet apart and 
j plant two grains in every hill; shell .the 
! corn first from the but end of the oar and 

■ begin to plant as you shell off, and so 
| keep on until the whole ear is planted, 
i Thin every ear down to one atulk. By thia 
| means it ia easy to tell what part of the 
j ear matures first and the part that will 
I make the beat corn. " 

! Instead of selling potatoes at the extreme 
i low price offered for them we would advise 
farmers to feed I hem to stock. On one 
occasion we raised a crop of very tino potn- 

■ toes and the price being below the point of 
remuneration for production, we fed them 

j to advantage. Tho plan adopted was to 
I erect a furnace and place on it a large 
j salt kettle, upon which waa fitted u cask 
; with auger holes perforating the bottom, 
i Tho cask waa tilled with potatoes and a 
I covering thrown over, when the kettle 
I was about half tilled with water and a fire 
I half started in the furnace, which in n 
. short tune cooked them to perfection. 

Before cooking they were moderately 
I salted. We have nevor acen food butter
